thage, left Tuesday fo r J ackso n.

Pressure should be brought to force a show 
down on what is holding up construction on 
S. Highway 52 for the 4 mile stretch from Rush­ 
ville southeast. This gap has been closed for a 
y ear and apparently is now just as far off from 
being opened as it was a y ear ago. 
If the delay is upon the contractor, then steps 
should be taken by the proper officials to see to 
it th at work gets started and that the project is 
completed as soon as possible. 
It was generally understood here last y ear that 
the 4 mile stretch was to be an ex periment in 
road construction. The ex periment failed! High­ 
way officials should be bitterly criticized for de­ 
ciding on a federal highway of such importance 
upon which to try an ex periment. 
Rushville business .concerns have lost thou­ 
sands of dollars in trade — not only the trade 
from the communities th at lie southeast of here, 
but also to the vast amount of tourist trade 
which has been taking other routes. 
This summer, above all summers, the entire U. 
S. 52 should be opened for through traffic. The 
American Automobile association now is prepar­ 
ing direct routes for traffic to the world’s fair in 
Chicago. These routes will avoid detours, even 
if additional miles is required to do so. 
U. S. 52 was designated as a main federal route 
ex tending from Norfolk, Va., to Cnicago, crossing 
many im portant eastern and southeastern states, 
where feeder lines intersected from the ex treme 
south. This y ear, the automobile associations will 
no doubt direct all of this traffic up through 
Ohio and across northern Indiana, rather than 
be bothered with the numerous detours th at will 
prevail between Rushville and Cincinnati. 
Rushville, New Salem, Brookville and farmers 
living along this route have been ex tremely pa­ 
tient. The entire stretch between the Ohio state 
line and Indianapolis on U. S. 52 has not been 
opened without a detour for more than ten 
y ears. 
And within ten y ears a paved route could have 
been built from the Atlantic to the Pacific.

UNEMPLOYED TRANSIENTS 
Unemploy ed relief1 has become complicated in 
every community because of the great numbei 
of unemploy ed men who are traveling ovei the 
country . Some of these men are seeking work. 
Others are merely drifting from one community 
to another to beg what they may . 
Every community is heavily burdened with the 


care of its own unemploy ed needy and the ex tra 
drain upon its resources has become a real prob­ 
lem. The plight of the thousands of men on the 
road is a pitiful one, without a doubt. The m a­ 
jority of them are not hoboes but y oung men, 
many of them under the age of twenty -five 
y ears. They have left their own communities in 
the hope of finding assistance elsewhere. Pres­ 
ent conditions have taken all of the romance 
out of traveling over the country and those who 
do it are faced with the ever increasing task of 
keeping body and soul together with what 
meager alms they can garner here and there. 
The people of each community cannot be 
blamed for refusing aid to the drifters. No one 
would willingly turn down a hungry m an who 
applies for aid if it is within his or her means to 
do so, but the heavy donation^ and tax es that 
are necessary to help the needy of the commun­ 
ity in which the person lives is all that a m a­ 
jority of people can now attem pt, especially with 
incomes reduced to the minimum. 
If the men who are tempted to start out over 
the country in quest of better conditions could 
only realize that they are much better off at 
home, much of the misery of vagrancy could be 
eliminated. There are no better conditions else­ 
where than there are at home. Other communi- 
1 ties may be even worse inasmuch as the unem­ 
ploy ment problem is concerned. Every person 
has a better chance in his own community than 
he has in some other. He is known at home and 
if at all deserving, will be fed, clothed and shel­ 
tered by charity or government institutions.
